


The new RMA production source and date identifying code 
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numbers assigned to manufacturers and suppliers in the radio- 
electronic industry. 


DENTIFICATION OF THE SOURCE of 

production of many receiver parts, 
especially those in “Brand” name re- 
ceivers, etc., has long been a headache 
to the Serviceman. Now a new RMA 
standard code that every serviceman 
should become familiar with has been 
designed to identify the sowrce and 
date of production of all radio-elec- 
tronic apparatus. This code consists 
of two parts, the production source 
code number and the production date 
code. 


Assignment of an identifying three- 
digit production source code number 
has been made to every RMA manu- 
facturer member and to a consider- 
able number of their parts suppliers— 
$52 in all, to date. A numerical list 
of these assigned production source 
code numbers, together with the name 
and address of the manufacturer to 
which each registration number has 
been assigned, is presented herewith 
for reference. 

The three digits of the production 
source code number will be followed 
by a figure to designate the year of 
production; for example, fourth figure 





fourth figure 7 designates production 
in 1947, ete. 
These will be followed by a date 
code consisting of another two digits 
to designate the particular week of 
production in that year. A tabulation 
of the date code numbers that have 
been assigned to the various weeks 
in the years 1946 and 1947 is pre- 
sented herewith. Reference to this 
tabulation shows that for 1946 the 
date code 21 would signify production 
in the period between May 19 and 
May 25, etc. 
The following examples illustrate 
use of the complete source, year, and 
date code marking:

tions of the two code markings. 


By the use of these simple, uniform, 
production source and date and code 
symbols, a radio manufacturer may 
identify any radio equipment or com- 
ponent by simply stamping the proper 
series of numbers. The new RMA 
code is designed to standardize iden- 
tification practice by eliminating the 
use of individual systems of identifi- 
cation previously used by various 
manufacturers in the industry—and 
to establish a uniform, identical sys- 
tem applicable to all items of any 
registered manufacturer’s products. 
All non-RMA manufacturers are ex- 
pected to be included eventually. 

No recommendations have _ been 
made to the manufacturers as_ to 
where the code symbol should be 
placed on the article, as this would 
necessarily vary with the different 
types of equipment and parts. 

Servicemen should keep this pro- 
duction source and date code tabula- 
tion on hand at all times, for many 
manufacturers are already using the 
system. It will make a handy “pin- 
up” for the shop.
